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benefits until such time as they have received the more detailed explanations and have had the 
requisite amount of time to pursue an administrative appeal thereof, and it is flirther 

ORDERED that FEMA pay to each of these evacuees the short-term assistance 
benefits they would have othervi'ise received from September 1 , 2006 through November 30, 
2006.
